“MALICIOUS INVENTION” 
Cardinal Innitzer said that the 
first of the rumors contended that, 
/henceforth, 50 pfennigs or more 
(about 21 cents) must be paid hour- 
ly for the religious instruction of 
each child. 

“Thereby, it is hoped to persuade 
parents to countermand applica- 
tions for instruction of their chil- 
dren in religion,” he said. “This ru- 
more is entirely simply drawn 
from the air. 


“The second rumor deals with the 
church tax. To date nothing is 
known in church quarters regard- 
ing regulation of the tax question 
in Ostmark [Austria] nor have any 
negotiations occurred. Even if such 
were introduced it cannot be as- 
sumed that it would be much high- 
er than in the old Reich. There the 
church tax is based on income and 
wealth and the tax amounts to 
only a small part of other taxes. 
The poor people pay no tax at all.

It is precisely that conclusion to which rail workers in general 
have also come.

Happily, the rail workers now have some landmarks to go by. The 
battle against the wage cut has taught something worth while. The 
Nov. 15 elections have contained exactly the same lesson. One week

Was good advice. Where it was followed, the New Deal won. Where 
it was rejected, the Republicans, the Wall Street combine made gains. 

You can sit down with a map of the country. In every mstance 
where the CIO, A. F of I. and Railroad Brotherhoods stood together. 
they put into office by overwhelming majorities the local candidates 
of progress in those communities. Where they divided, the tories 
carried the local communities. Where this unity of labor wen: farther 
and involved unity with the farmers and the small business men, 
states were carried for the New Deal. Where the farmer was over- 
looked or not sufficiently drawn into the progressive camp, the wild 
and false Hitlerite promises of the tories carried the day. 

“November..8” speaks eloquently to the railroad workers in these 
words: “There is one way to win vacations with pay and the other 
improved conditions that should be yours. That is by consolidating 
still further your own unity—and by bringing all labor and progressive 
groups together in support of your program.”

A recent X-ray exam- 
ination revealed the insect in a 


Lewis Urges 7 Unity 
Protecting Righis 
Of Workers in CIO

a movement which has organized its forces, with a full con- 
sciousness of its needs and a knowledge of the means to 
satisfy them.“ 

That the CIO possesses this “consciousness” and 
“knowledge” is amply demonstrated as Lewis discusses all 
phases of social legislation—the preservation and improye- 
ment of laws already enacted and proposals for future 
measures, These cover such vital questions as collective 
bargaining, housing, social security, technological unem- 
ployment, public works, and others too numerous to be re- 
ported here but which will undoubtedly be the basis for the 
decisions and discussions of the coming week. 


CITES UNEMPLOYMENT 


One of the most important and detailed sections of the 
report deals with the economy of the country and a pro- . 
gram for bringing the 13,000,000 jobless back into the 
productive system, 

“We well know that the nation can provide employ- 
ment for all its citizens,” Lewis declares. “We know that in 
doing so it can guarantee a national income which would 
provide an average of anywhere from three to five thou- 
sand dollars a year to every productive worker.” 

Lewis examines the growth of production beyond ef- 
fective consuming power as it brought about the crisis of 
1929, the successful efforts of the Roosevelt administra- 
tion to restore recovery, and the unhealthy trends in that 
recovery (such as profits outdistancing wages) which 
brought the new depression of the past year. 

Then examining the present upturn, Lewis declares 
that the “strength and extent of the recovery under way 
depends on the continuation of the trends which will 
create a balance in the economy.” 


HIGHER WAGES, LOWER HOURS 


These necessary trends, according to Lewis, include 
continued and increased economic action by organized 
workers to raise wages and reduce hours; increased and in- 
telligently planned Government contributions to the con- 
sumer income through WPA, PWA, unemployment com- 
pensation benefits, ete.; control over the replacement of 
men by machines; adjustment of the tax structure so as to 
lift the burden from the people and place it upon “excessive 
and ill- directed savings and speculation ;” and stabilization 
of farm income and of credit. 

“The goal of full production and full employment,” 
Lewis concludes, “is one to which it would be difficult to 
find open opposition. It is clear, however, that there are 
many who oppose that goal through seeking special inter- 
ests. Only labor, representing the majority of the people, 
can guarantee a continuous movement towards full pro- 
duction. Labor must have a strong voice in the Govern- 
ment and in the agencies of the Government which ad- 
minister a sound economic program, to guarantee that such 
a program shall not stagnate or be perverted. Heretofore 
labor has too often been ignored. If the future is to be one 
of hope, labor must take its rightful place.” 

It has been impossible to give more than a bare out- 
line here of the scope of this unusual report. How im- 
portant Lewis himself considers it, can be judged from his 
remark yesterday that the reading of sections of the report 
would be the main business at tomorrow’s opening session. 
“Outside of a few words of greeting, I do not intend to 
make any extraneous remarks that might detract atten- 
tion from the report,” he said. 

When the representatives of four million organized 
workers meet to discuss the problems and needs of the 
people of the entire nation, in this spirit, it is indeed, as 
Lewis declares in the opening section of his report, “an oe 
casion for rejoicing among the proponents of advancing de- 
moeracy, among men of good will.”

Concensus of opinion among Washing- 
ton observers in the know on these matters 
is that point No. 1 of the Chamberlain-Mussolini un- 
derstanding provides that General Franco should get 
“belligerent rights.” 

London Tories plan this deliberate help to bolster 
Franco militarily. Washington authorities, hpwever, 
are convinced that Loyalist Spain will fight on un- 
daunted despite facing greater obstacles. 

In fact, military men in our capital say that the 
strength and endurance of the Loyalist army is un- 
derestimated in London as well as in Berlin and Rome. 
Never, indeed, was democratic Spain's army better 
trained or with stronger morale than it is now. 

Besides, the sentiment of the Spanish people is 
overwhelmingly behind the Loyalist government. More- 
over, even in fascist territory popular feeling favors 


the Loyalist cause. The same Washington official © 


sources which have come to these conclusions from 

their own diplomatic reports add that Franco is in 

for more trouble because of the distrust of many of- 

ficers in the Burgos army of Mussolini's aims in Spain.

In an effort to starve Spain out by a Tory-approved 
blockade, the Nazis are already cooperating with the 
Italian fascist navy on Franco’s behalf. 

Recent increased attacks on freight ships bound 
to or from Spain on the route to the English Channel 
and North Sea partially raised the curtain on German 
fascism’s role in the proposed blockade to ensue from 
Chamberlain-granted “belligerent rights.” 

An agreement has already been entered into be- 
tween Mussolini, Hitler and Franco whereby Svanish 
fascist warships and “Q” boats (freighters transformed 
into armed raiders) will operate out of a base in Ham- 
burg, Germany. 

Those who have made a study of this question in 
London tell us, should Franco be extended “belligerent 
rights,” wholesale blockading operations are planned 
for the Channel and North Sea areas. 

Under Chamberlain's scheme of granting Hitler's 
and Mussolini's Spanish stooge beiligerent status there 
would be little to prevent any warship, of whatever 
origin, flying Francos flag and operating from ports 
in Germany, Italy or even Japan, from arresting neu- 
tral merchant vessels. This would be done on the 
pretext they were carrying “contraband” to Republi- 
can Spain. 

Such arrested vessels would then be convoyed to 
Franco Spain or Morocco where they would become 
victims of the fascist Prize Court. 

* 


Week after week I received detailed reports of the 
sustained fighting of the Ethiopian people against the 
Italian fascist invaders. The New Times & Ethiopian 
News (published in London) devotes several columns 
each issue to correspondence from Ethivpia and from 
Djibouti (French Somaliland) on the border of Ethio- 
pia telling about the ceaseless resistance. 

Tens of thousands of Ethicpian guerillas, well or- 
ganized, and under excellent leadership, are harrying 
the Italian “conquerors.” For instance. latest of such 
reports to reach here relates a successful raid made 
on an Italian outpost just twelve miles from Addis 
Ababa, Ethiopian capital. Results to Italian forces 
were disastrous. 

Finally, some of the details of Ethiopia's struggle 
have reached the capitalist press. William H. Stone- 
man, in a special cable to the Chicago Daily News 
from London, a few days ago reported the following 
about Ethiopia: 

“The very moment when British politicians are 
defending the forthcoming recognition of the Ital- 
fan Empire on the grounds of ‘realism,’ private re- 
ports from the rugged wilds of Ethiopia indicate 
that the actual subjugation of that couniry by the 
Italians is still far more a fiction than a reality. 

“Fighting is still taking place over wide areas 


in that country and the Italian rule is even fiimsier . 


than it was before the rains came this summer. 
This fact may support the United States in its de- 
terminaticn not to follow. . . in recognizing Italy’s 
right to booty gained in what France, Great Brit- 
ain and other members of the League of Nations 
once recognized formally as a war of unprovoked 
aggression. ... 

“Only a few days ago it was learned that no 
less than 214 minor chiefs were in revolt In the 
province of Begemeder, which extends from the 
Sudan frontier to Fiche, 80 miles west of Addis 
Ababa. Armed bands under chieftains who are 
faithful to the Negus still are running rampant in 
Shoa Gojjam and Semien provinces. 

“Several letters taken from the bodies of dead 
Italian officers within the last six weeks and seen 
by this correspondent show that the Italian solciery, 
if not the British government, is thoroughly aware

Unchecked, Nazi degeneracy as it enlarges the

Let us examine this crafty political 
tactic.

Does anyone really believe if Wall 
Street can knife the “expe tation” of 
the Wagner Act, that it will not also knife 
the equally hated New Deal “experimenta- 
tion“ which protects the economic posi- 
tions of the middle classes? 

Clearly, the World-Telegram trick is 
expected to seduce the middle classes into 
an attack on the New Deal “experimental” 
measures which directly benefit labor, in 
order to prepare the way for smashing the 
New Deal “experimental” measures which 
vitally affect the economic position of the 
middle classes themselves. 

The tactic is plain — split the middle 
classes from the labor-farmer groups, in 
order to crush them all separately!

The official Government figures on na- 

tional income, published in September, 
show 35 million American families living 
at a bare subsistence level, or below it. Be- 
tween this vast population—the ill-fed, ill- 
housed, and ill-clothed—and the 87 Wall 
Street families with a yearly income of 
$1,000,000 or more (the Economic Royal- 
ists), stand America’s middle classes: 


3,300,000 families with $2,500 - $5,000 a year 
856,000 families with $5,000 - $25,000 a year 
64,000 families with $25,000-$100,000 a year 


A little over 4,000,000 American fam- 
ilies—the middle classes. 

Are these families beloved by the Wall 
Street Trusts? Are these small merchants, 
storekeepers, indépendent business men, 
professionals, small investors, the darling 
pals of Big Capital? Wall Street propa- 
ganda would like to paint such an idyllic 
picture, in order to use these middle classes 
as a battering ram against the whole peo- 
ple. 

But, the hard facts of every-day life 
prove that the middle classes, no less than 
the workers and farmers, are the victims 
of Big Business monopoly plunderings. 

It was the New Deal-created “expe- 

rimental” SEC which opened up the secrets 
of Wall Street thievery of the Richard 
Whitney stripe. Even the slight New 
Deal investigations of Wall Street holding 
companies have exposed the Big Business 
plundering of the small investor. 
Did not the latest Federal investiga- 
tion of the General Motors- Ford Auto 
Trust exposed the brutal bullying and 
plundering of thousands of independent 
auto dealers all over America? Do not 
the railroads pilfer the merchants and 
farmers? Do not the big banks dominate 
the country’s credit, and freeze it out of 
the hands of the small business man? 


And yet, Big Business now proposes to 


use the middle classes against labor and 
the farmer, for its own trustified grab- 
bing.

The Trusts hope to trick the middle 
classes by whispering into their ears that 
WPA, relief, farm aid, social security, la- 
bor unions, etc., are cutting into the in- 
come of the middle classes. But, this is 
a deliberate falsehood. The facts prove 
that the Wall Street corporations and

are heaping taxes on the middle classes 
and the toiling, consumer, population. 

“Experimentation” shouts Big Busi- 
ness at the Wages-Hours Bill which pro- 
vides for $11 a week wages, instead of 
88-87 a week. But the Wages-Hours ex- 
perimentation” provides more customers 
for the store-keeper and independent mer- 
chant. ’ 

Will the slashing of relief help the 
middle classes? Will it help the farmer 
to sell his products when the jobless must 
cut down on food? Will it help the small 
manufacturer when wages are cut, trade 
union conditions are violated, and WPA 
jobs are wiped out? Will it help the doc- 
tor’s patients to pay their bills, or the 
home-owner to meet his bills, or the 
tenant to pay his rent? 

The New Deal-progressive program in- 
cludes, and must include even more vigor- 
ously, the economic interests of the middle 
classes as against the 1 per cent, the Wall 
Street monopolies, which plunder every- 
body. 

Hitler tricked the German middle 
classes into permitting a brutal attack on 
the toiling population. His argument was 
the same as the one Wall Street now uses 
to incite the American middle classes 
against labor, the unemployed, and the 
farmer. But Fascism is rapidly wiping out 
the German middle classes and small busi- 
ness in the interests of the Thyssen-Krupp 
Trusts,

The election returns do indicate that 
Wall Street propaganda has infected cer- 
tain sections of America’s middle classes; 
that Wall Street has succeeded in deceiving 
these middle class groups into the false 
belief that the Wagner Act, the 
Hours law, etc., are harmful to middié class 
interests. This is serious and must be 
remedied, if pro-fascist reaction is not to 
split the middle classes away from the pro- 
gressive-democratic camp. 

It is a definite fact that the middle 
classes are dissatisfied with certain aspects 
of the New Deal, aside from the effects of 
the Wall Street propaganda. The middle 
classes demand a more active defense of 
their special economic positions, a more ac- 
tive fight against Monopoly. If Wall Street 
propaganda is not to do damage, it is 
urgent that middle class economic inter- 
ests be more vigorously defended by the 
New Deal against the ravages of Wall 
Street monopoly. 

Bank Credit—the middle class feels 
the Wall Street monopoly of credit most 
acutely. The New Deal must launch a 
decisive drive against the Wall Street 
control of credit; it must make credit 
available to small business, merchants, 
store-keepers, etc. The holding com- 
pany, railroad rates, insurance profiteer- 
ing, and similar problems must be 
tackled in a broad fight of the New Deal 
against the strangling domination of Big 
Capital, 

The New Deal-labor program of in- 
creased buying power for Labor, expressed 
in the Wages-Hours bill, the Wagner Act 
and social security, directly benefits the in- 
come of America’s middle classes. 

Conversely, it is just as true that La- 
bor benefits in helping the middle classes 
resist the piracies of Wall Street monopoly. 
Labor and the middle classes have a vital 
stake in cooperating to defend their par- 
ticular interests against the common enemy 
Monopoly). 

This is what Senator Wagner implied 
when he declared last week: Labor needs 
liberalism and liberalism needs Labor.” 

The political collaboration of labor and 
the middle classes is urgently necessary 
for the coming January session of Con- 
gress. . 


die classes will be jointly protected at 
the expense of the Wall Street mono- 
polies.

But it fails to recognize 
the fact that the “small war“ is not a matter of the 
future, but something which, as the Communist Inter- 
national states, is already in : 

“The second imperialist war, war for a 
new re-partition of the world, in fact already 
begun. It is already raging in various corners of the 
been hurled into the abyss of bloody destruction. War 
threatens to spread to new territories and to involve 
new peoples.” * 

It is not a question of a “small war“ as against 
a big war. Concerted action is designed precisely to 
prevent the “small wars” by which Fascism is spread- 
ing its conflagration of the new world-wide war.

Polo Grounders Wallop 
: Rams, 28-0 In 
Rout 


The New York Giants, gunning 
for the Eastern championship of the 
National Professional Football 
League, yesterday scored their 
most commanding victory of the 
campaign a 28-0 triumph over the 
Cleveland Rams. 

The Giants, playing before a 
crowd 25,370 in the Polo Grounds, 
scored touchdowns in every period 
but the last. 
| ‘The Rams, twice victors over the 
Chicago bears, reached Giant terri- 
tory only four times and the closest 
they came to pay dirt was a second- 
period march to the 21-yard line 
which was halted by a pass inter- 
ception. 1 

John (Bull) Karcis lugged’ ber 
the first touchdowns each on a 
plunge from the six-inch line. Ray 
Hanken caught a pass for another 
in the second and Ed Danowski 
skipped 31 yards to a score in the 
third ward Cuff kicked three extra 
points and “Kink” Richards ac- 
counted for the other one. 

The Giants started the first scor- 
ing drive from their own 34 with 
Ed Danowski passing and Hank 
Soar ripping gaping holes in the 
Cleveland line. Karcis went into 
the game with the ball on the six 
inch line and took it over on the 
next play. 

The Giants drove their own 
42 to the Cleveland inch line 
early in the second period, “Tuffy” 
Leemans passing and running the 
ball until Karcis duplicated his pre- 
vious drive for the score. 

A few minutes later, Leemans 
whipped a 30-yard pass to Hanken 
who ran three yards to a touch- 
down. 

In the third period the Giants 
scored in three plays. They took a 
punt on the Rams 43, and soar 
made yards and Danowski added 
three. Danoski then streaked 31
